Kissing these verses of the sixteenth 
Proverb with bowed head in acknow‘-«rige- 
ment of his subscription to the oath of 
Office administered by Chief Justice Fuller, 
President McKimies, at 1:17 o’clock today, 
for the second time, passed compictely 
into the full honors of the presidency of 
the United States. The book had been 
opened at random by Clerk McKenney, of 
the supreme court, who long has made it 
@ point to note the verse which chances 
te meet the lips of in-coming presidents. 

The oath of offices fras followed promptly 
by the delivery of the inaugura: edress. 
This was short and soon what many 
persons regard as the most impressive 
feature and finest spectacular event of the 
presidential inaugura] ceremonies was but 
@ Memory of a vast, chtering, rain-soak- 
eC awititude, a vista of banners and flags 
and the figure of a wei kept, buoyant 
looking man taking the oath of his coun- 
try’s highest office and then making a 
public address. 

‘a Sea of Humanity. 

President McKinley was sworn in 
to succeed himself as chief mag- 
istrate of the nation on a_  hand- 
somely decorated stand at the east 
front of the capitol today. By noon this 
vast central plaza, stretching out from 
the capitol, was a billowing expanse of 
humanity. Massed half-way back were 
the mounted officers of the military es- 
‘cort and the staff. Off to the left, troop 
A, the president’s crack organization, sat 
motionless on their black chargers. Front- 
ing the house wing was the silk-hatted 

and be-sashed citizens’ ¢ommittee. Back 
of all these surged the countless multi- 
tude. 

Jutting out from the capitol steps and 
sweeping across the front were acres of 
seats accommodating 5,000 guests. The 
high portico of the senate wing was 
crowded with the distinaJwisehd guests 
of that body. To the left, on the house 
portico, Speaker Henderson’s family and 
friends mingled with house leaders. A 
blaze of color.was on every hand. 

Gireat Cheers for McKinley. 

It was just after 1 o’clock when Pres- 
ident McKinley stepped out upon the 
portico. A great cheer went up that re- 
echoed until the huge stand fairly trem- 
bied. The president bowed in acknowl- 
edgment. With him was Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller. 

Through the lines of senators and offi- 
cials, all standing to do him honor, the 
president proceeded to the central pavil- 
ion, and at the railing faced the vast 
assemblage, again and again bowing be- 
fore thé tremendous chorus from the 40,- 
000 throats, Then he turned and shook 
hands with Vice President Roosevelt, 
while another cheer went up as the two 
central figures, McKinley and Roosevelt, 
ptood out above the crowd. 

A hush fell.upon the assemblage as the 
president and chief justice advanced to 
the center of the pavilion. The president 
removed his hat and raised his right 
hand, Faintly could be heard the solemn 
words of the chief justice and the meas- 
ured response of the president, taking the 
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tion and laws of the United States. There 
was no demonstration as he concluded 
the oath. 

Reading the Address. 

Now he turned again to the people, and 
advancing to the rail, began his inaugur- 
al address. Hat off and with occason- 
al gestures, he spoke in rather low. tones 
at first, gradually growing more distinct. 

As the. - president * spoke’ * the pent-tip 
clouds gave out their full férce and the 
pelting rain came down in sheets. Under 
his pavillion the president was well pro- 
tected, and there was no faltering in the 
address. | 
As he raised his voice, in a resounding 
phrase for “free Cuba,” there was a 
mighty shout of approval. 

As the president closed his address the 
vice president. and many  sehators 
grasped his hand in congratulation. Then 
he turned to the capitol, proceeding to 
the senate wing, where a lunch had been 
spread in the committee room of the com- 
mittea on military affairs. . Here ‘the 
president was joined by the. vice presi- 
dent, the inaugural committee, | distin- 
guished officers of the army and navy and 
& number of senators and other -invited 
guests. Half an hour was spent in tak- 
ing refreshment, and then the president 
was escorted back to his carriage to join 
the parade to the white house.

Washington, March 4.—William McKin- 
ley was ushered into office today in a city 
ablaze with more and finer decorations 
than ever have graced the holiday-loving 
national capital, whose streets today reé- 
sounded to the tread of more marching 
soldiers and sailors than ever partici- 
pated in a like function, and had as wit- 
nesses to the ceremonies a virtua] multi-

The worst of wet weather unfortunately 
came just at the time President McKinley 
was being !nducted inte office on the east 
front of the capitol, in the presence of 
90,000 persons. But the atr was mild and 
pleasant, and the day ended. with dry 
weather. Garfleld was inaugurated in a 
storm; Harrison in a cold rain that de- 
luged the city from. dawn until dark and

upon his bare head. Today’s downpour 
at the most interesting point of the pro- 
ceedings, while the oath was being ad- 
ministered on the east front of the capi- 
tol, again brought forward the agita- 
tion of April 30th as the date for future 
inaugurations. It was on April 30th that 
George Washington took the’ first presi- 
dential oath. 

Only a comparative insignificant portion 
of the vast multitude saw anything of the 
actual inauguration ceremonies at the 
capitol. 


Brilliant Spectacle. ’ 
The senate galleries were filled tler 


on tier with handsomely gownead women 
and men conspicuous in every profession 
of life. The diplomatic corps, headed by 
the ambassadors as the personal repre- 
sentatives of their European sovereigns, 
marched in glittering with gold and aflame 
with ribbons. The admiral of the navy 
and the general of the army, stiff in gold 
braid, had taken their places. The judges 
of the supreme court, in their. satin 
gowns, the speaker. and members of the 
house, the governors of the states were 
al there when the vice president-elect was 
announced, He halted a moment at the 
entrance, drew himself up until he seem- 
edi a foot taller and marched down the 
aisle erect and with the bearing of a sol- 
dier. He acknowledged the round of ap- 
plause that greeted him and smiled up 
at the gallery, where his wife and chil- 
dren sat. 

The president, who was the last to en- 
ter, got an even more enthusiastic recep- 
tion. He never looked better and never 
seemed more graceful and at ease. 

When the ceremony in the senate was 
over, the floor galleries emptied into the 
corridors, through which the people .jos- 
tled and squeezed into the rotunda and 
out on to the platform, erected from the 
east portico of the capitol building. Upon

Up in the galteries Wera Many persons 
¢f note, induding diplomats. The wives 
of the British .ambassador, the Chinese 
minister and thé Japanese minister at- 
tracted much attention. 

Mrs. McKinley. closely watched the pro- 
cesdings and Mrs. Roosevelt was there 
with her children and ‘friends, and the 
new vice president, as he concluded his 
oath, proudly glanced upward to her, 

At 10:36 a. m,, the vice president-elect 
arrived at the gapitel. He was accom- 
penied by Senator Spegner and Represen- 
tatlves McRas end lzell. He went to 
the vice president’s foom and was soon 
joined by Senator Frye, the president pro 


tempore of the senate. 

Shortly before half past 11 o’clock Mrs. 
McKinley, escorted by Major General 
Corbin, adjutant =p of the army,. 
entered the executivp gallery. She was 
accompanied by the members of her house 
party, mostly ralatives. 

The Scene the Senate. 

The senatora w eateg in front and 
to the teft of the dent pro tempore. 
There were also- executive and judicial 
cfficers, including members of the cabl- 
net and house of representatives, end the 
chief justice and associate justices of 
the supreme court of the United States. 
Cne the oppesite, the democratic, side of 
the chamber the guests were seated. 

The entrance of the various distinguish- 
ed bodies was formally announced by the 
doorkeepers. First came the members of 
the house and inaembers-elect and later 
the diplomatic corps, headed by its dean, 
Lord Pauneefote. They were all in the 
syendid uniform of their diplomatic rank. 
The supreme court justices were in their 
flowing robes of heavy black silk. 

Then, precisely at noon, the vice presi- 
dent-elect was announced. He was ac- 
ccmpanied by the congressional commit- 
tee of escort. He approached his seat in 
a diznified manner. Meantime the cab- 
inct, accompanied by Secretary Cortelyou, 
had entered and had been seated on the 
left of the ambassadors. Then came Ad- 
miral Dewey and Lieutenant General 
Miles and aides in full uniform, 

Amid deafening applause the president 
of the United States—the president-elect— 
was announced. Just in advance of Sen- 
ators Hanna and.Jones and Representa- 
the escort committee, the 
president seated himself in the historic 
red leather.chair in front of the secre- 
tary’s desk, faced the assemblage and 
emilingly towed to Mrs. McKinley, who 
vatched him from the géelilery. 

The oath of office was then administ®r- 
ed to Vice President Roosevelt by Mr. 
Frye. Mr. Roosevelt directed the read- 
ing of the proclamation calling a special 
‘session of the senate and called the new 
renate to order. There was prayer by 
Chaplain Milburn, after which Vice Pres- 
ident Reoseveit delivered his inaugural 
address. ’ 

V. P. Roosevelt’s Speech. 

Vice President Roosevelt said: 

The history of free government is in large 
part the history of those republic legislative 
bodies, in which, from the earliest times, free 
government has found its loftiest expression. 
They must ever hold a peculiar and exalted po- 
sition in the record which tells how the great 
nations of the world have endeavored to 
achieve and preserve orderly freedom. No 
man can render to his fellows greater service 
than is rendered by him who, with fearless- 
ness and honesty, with sanity and disinterested- 
néss, does hi¢ life work as a member of such 
a body. Especially is this the case when the 
legislature in which the service is rendered 
is a vital part in the governmental machinery 
of one of those world powers to whose hands, 
in the course of the ages, is entrusted a lead- 
ing part in shaping the destinies of mankind. 
For weal or for woe, for godd or for evil, 
this is true of our mighty nation. Great priv- 
ileges and great powers are ours, and heavy 
afe the responsibilities that go with these 
privileges and these powers. Accordingly, as 
we do well or ill, so shall mankind in the fu- 
ture be raised or cast down. 

We belong. to.a young nation, already of 
giant strength, yet whose present strength is 
but a forecast of the power that is to come. 
We stand supreme in a continent, in a hemis- 
yhere. East,and west we look across the two 
reat’ oceans toward the larger world life in 
which, whether we will or not, we must take 
an ever-increasing share. And as, keen eyed, 
We gaze into the coming years, duties new 
and old rise thick and fast to confront us 
from within and without. There is every rea- 
son why we should face these duties with a 
sober appreciation alike of their importance 
and of their difficulty. But there is aleo every 
reason for facing them with high-hearted reso- 
fution and eager and confident faith in our ca- 
pacity to do them aright. A great work lies 
ready to the hand of this genération; it should 
count itself happy indeed that to it ts given the 
privilege of doing such a work. A leading 
“art therein must be taken by this, the august 
and powerful legislative body over which I 
have been called to preside. Most deep!ty do I 
Appreciate the privilege of my position; for 
high indeed is the honor of presiding over she 
American senate at the outset of the twen- 
tieth century.

Marila, March 4.—D. M. Carman, 
Aonerican contractor charged with 
ing the insurgents and recently released 
on $10,000 bail, said today: 

‘““Whenever I made a dollar, others 
made money, too.”’ 

Captain Hand, of the Forty-fifth United 
States volunteer infantry, and Captain 
McLean, of the Forty-seventh United 
States volunteer infantry, co-operating 
with the gunboat Don Juan de Austria, 
surprised a body of insurgents in camp 
near the town of Posacao, on the coast 
of Camarines province, Luzon, and cap- 
tured. an insurgent commissary general 
and a.quantity of supplies. 

Protesio Montejar, leader of the insur- 
gent forces, on the island of Panay, with 
seven officers, fcrty-five men and thirty- 
eight rifles, have surrendered to Captain 
Barker, of the Twenty- sixth, 

Fifteen ex-insurgent leaders and ‘00 fol- 
lowers took the cath ol allegiance to the 
United States at Concepcion, island of 
Panay, and 2 more promisa soon to 
swear fealty. This extinguishes the re- 
bellion in that district. 

Thousands of Prioners. 


Four thousand, five hundred insurgent 
prisoners are now held at Manila. The 
new prison on Grande island in Subig 
bay, sixty miles west of Manila, has been 
completed end. 1,000 prisoners will be sent 
there from Manila on March 7. 

The provincial officers of the provinces 
of Bulacan and Bataan have taken the 
oath of office before the commissio1. 
The cheracter of some of the measures 
which the commissionersare are privately 
ecnsidering indicate their expectation of 
the early establishment of zeneral civil 
goverrmrent. If the situation continues 
to Gevelop favorably’ it is belleved that a 
Philippine government will be created in 
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the course of a few months. 

The fact that there has been no insur- 
gent attacks for ncnths, except instances 
of firing vollevs into towns by marauders, 
who imne@diately run away at the top 
of their. speed; the rapid spread of peace 
directions, the large

on all sides—these and similar considera- 
ticns are ahi regarded as pointing to the 
virtual establishment of peace in the near 
future. 

To Establih a Constabulary. 

Commissioner Wright this evening com- 
pleted the draft of a bill which will 
doubtless pass the commission before thy 
end of the week, establishing a depart- 
rent of insular constabulary. It crea‘es 
the offica of insular chief of constabulary, 
the incumbent of which will be appointet 
by th> commission and will have general 
control as the chief peace officer in the ts- 
land. In each of the four districts of the 
archipelago there will be a constable for 
every one thousand inhabitants of each 
municipality. 

Major. Hughes repoits from Mondigar.

Hnuindreds are reported to have sworn 
allegiance to the United States govern- 
ment at various poilts.

Had the opponents of the measure made 
anopen and above board fight they could 
not have accomp ished the end they deé- 
sired. But by carrying the bill along 
under fair promis«s right up to the close 
of the session, they found it an easy mat- 
ter to bring about its death. Senator 
Carter. being accomplished as a long dis- 
tance tatker and teifig on the eve of 
the wind up of his senatorial career, was 
exactly the right man to cen@duct the 
execution and he did it skillfully. 

He has greatly incensed a jarg> number 
of republican senators, some of whom 
took the pains today to use very strong 
language to him fer his conduct. Senater 
Nelson. of Minnesota, was one of these. 
In good, plain English he called the sen- 
ator from Montana a “‘dirty dog’ fur his 
conduct, and a gocd many other expte- 
tives just as strong were used by other 
senators, though not all of them to Sena- 
tor Carter's farce. 

Republicans Deceive Democrats. 

There is no question that this river and 
harbor bill was used to some extent as 
an inducement to the democrats, or some 
of them, to allow a vote upon the PhRil- 
ippine proposition, to which they were so 
strongly opposed. . The democrats had it 
in their power to defeat the army Dl 
at this session of congress and force an 
extra session. They deny that there was 
any promise of the passage of the river 
and harbor bill, or any deal of any kind, 
but republicans Iike Senator Lodge, who 
had charge of the Philippine proposition, 
amd others believe that there was no fill- 
buster against the Philippine bill largely 
on account of thetr promises that the 
river and harbor bill shou.d be passed. 
Today they are laughing in their sleeves 
at what they consider the gullibility of 
some of the democrats. 

It is true, however, that there was no 
open deal and I know that the Georgia 
senators, though they had a good many 
appropriations in the river and harbor 
bill. were not at all influenced by any of 
these considerations. The fact remains, 
however, that the administration leaders 
have carried through their entire pro- 
gramme successfully and that there is 
no river and harbor bi-l. 

Senator Clay feels greatly disappointed 
over the failure of the bill to pass. He 
uses decidedly strong language in his 
raferences to Mr. Carter, and he feels 
badly because he had devoted a month 
or more to work upon the bill in the com- 
mittee on commerce, and had been very 
successful not only in securing all the ap- 
propriations he asked for Georgia, but

Savannah, Ga., March 4.—(Special.)—

at noon today in_the old Jones vault in 
the Colonial cenietery in Savannah, which 
has not been used for burial purposes for 
fifty years. The remains were identified 
by a nameplate on the coffin, and by 
buttons of the uniform of a major general 
in the continental army. The remains 
of George Washington Greene, son of the 
general, were also found in the same 
vault, history saying that the boy, who 
was drowned in the Savannah river, had 
been placed by the side of his father, 
Colonel Asa Bird Gardiner,.of New 
York,. president.of the Society of the 
Cincinnati in ‘Rhode island, was chair- 
man of the committee which conducted 
the search. Ten vaults°and tombs had 
been opened and their centents examined.

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JOINT TO CLOSE 


Barnesville Dispensary Is to Go 
ut of Business, 


UTS MADE ARE TO BE PAID 


In Superior Court Judge Reagan 
Renders Decision in the Case 
Which Has Been Long 
Hangifig On in the 
Courts. 


Barnesville, Ga., March 4—(Special.)— 
The Barnesville dispensary has been or- 
defed closed and the debt of $8,000 hang- 
ing over the city for Hquors purchased 
for the dispensary and which has been 
fought en the ground of its being an ille- 
gal obligation, has been ordered paid. 
These decisions were handed down in For- 
syth today by Jidge E. J. Reagan, of 
the superior court of the Flint circuit, 
before whom the case was urgued. 

In rendering his deciSlion relative to the 
debt, Judge Reagan viewed it from a 
Lasis of equity, saying that as the city 
of Barnesville has sold the liquor for 
which the debt was niade and derived the 
benefit of the money, the liquor dealers 
were entitled to their pay. 

It is probable, however, that this case 
will end only in the supreme court, as the 
plaintiffs in the case will, beyond doubt, 
appeal the decision in regard to the debt, 
it being negative to their contention, while 
the defendants wil] appeal in onder to se- 
cure the granting of a supersedeas s0 
that the dispensary may be kept in opera- 
tion at least until the opening of the 
spring term of the supreme court. 

Want Their Bentfits. 

The defendants, meaning the mayor and 
council of the city of Barnesville, have a 
strong object in appealing the case. They 
will reap the revenue coming from the 
operation of the dispensary between now 
and the supreme court’s deciding, if it 
is kept open, whereas if it should be 
closed now the city will be deprived of 
this revenue, which in that time would 
approximate something like $1,000. 

The hearing in Forsyth was a compara- 
tively brief one, consuming hardly more 
than an hour in all. 

Several weeks ago the case was heard 
in this city by Judge Reagan. At that 
time he said, at the conclusion of the ar- 
guments, that he would reserve his deci- 
sion, owing to the importance of the case, 
until he could give to the testimony sub- 
mitted more careful and deliberate con- 
sideratiqn. Later {t was decided to make 
the liquor dealers who sold the whisky, 
wines and beers to the city of Barnes- 
ville parties to the suit, and this amend- 
ment was added by the plaintiffs to the 
Original bill. This was granted by Judge 
Reagan, and he get today as the date for 
hearing the final arguments in the case 
in Forsyth, where he is now holding 
Monroe county superior court. The plain- 
tiffs in this case were represented by C. 
J. Lester and A. A. Murphey, of this 
city. The defendants at the first hearing 
were represented only by W. W. Lamb- 
din, city attorney of Barnesville. Later, 
when the liquor dealers were made par- 
ties to the suit, the Potts-Thompson 
Liquor Company, of Atlanta, was repre- 
sented by J. F. Redding, and A. & N. 
M. Block, of Macon, were represented by 
Malcolm Jones, of that city. The firms 
who were made parties to the suit were 
the Potts-Thompson Liquor Company, of 
Atlanta, and A. & N. M. Block and the 
Altmayer & Flatau Liquor Company, of 
Macon. The $8,000 debt was divided be- 
tween these three firms approximately as 
follows: . 

Potts-Thompson, $6,000; A. & N. 
Block, $1,700; Aitmayer & Flatau, $300. 

Had Made Up His Mind. 

In the hearing at Forsyth today Judge 
Reagan said he had about made up his 
mind to deny the injunetion restraining 
the payment of the debt and order the 
money paid, and also that he had decided 
to grant the request for an onder requir- 
ing the dispensary to be closed. He add- 
ed, however, that he would hear any ar- 
gument either side desired to advance. 
Each side’s attorneys then spoke briefly, 
seeking to throw additional testimony to 
the side they represented. At the conclu- 
sion of the arguments Judge Reagan an- 
nounced that he would order the debts 
paid and the dispensary closed. 

Colonel Lambdin, city attorney, stated 
tonight that the city would appeal the

se, 
“The last legislature passed a-bill au- 
thorizing the city of Barnesville to hold 
an election not sooner than May Ist next 
for the purpose of deciding whether or 
not the dispensary should be operated for 
the sale of liquors for medicinal, mechan- 
ical and sacramental purposes only, or 
whether it would be operated for the sale 
of liquors for all purposes. The time for 
this election being now nearly sixty days 
away it is not the desire of the mayor 
end council] that the dispensary shall be 
closed for the short time intervening be- 
tween the present and the date of the 
election, as the city will thus be deprived 
of the revenue accruing in that time. 
Therefore, with the object in view of se- 
curing this revenue, the city officers will 
undoubtedly ask for the granting of the 
supersedeas, which will have the effect of 
keeping the dispensary open until the 
supreme court decides the question.

At that time Colonel A. A. Murphey, of 
this city, appeared before the mayor and 
council of Barnesville and stated to them 
that the dispensary as it was being con- 
ducted was an illegal institution, unau- 
thorized by law. He stated further that 
the accumulated debt of $8,000 was illegal. 
At this time he said: 

‘The constitution of the state of Geor- 
gia says you cannot tax the people for 
mcre than one-fifth of 1 per cent of the 
entire assessed value of the ity for cur- 
rent expenses unless two-thirds of the 
pecple vote it so. This law would allow 
Barnesville to incur a debt of $2,000 for 
current expenses when there stands a 
debt of $8,000 for liquor alone.” 

Shortly after Murphey’s appearance be- 
fore the mayor and council, he and J. T. 
Blalock, of this city, went before Judge 
Reagan and securing a temporary re- 
straining order holding up the payment of 
this debt until the full testimony could be 
presented. This restraining order was 
granted at the October term of the Pike 
ccunty superior court. At the last gene- 
ral assembly the mayor and council of 
Barnesville had introduced and made a 
law a bill by which the dispensary here 
would become a legal institution. The 
present law governing dispensaries is 
that they may be regulated and con- 
troled by the municipal authorities, but 
cannot be operated by the city officers. 
The dispensary must be operated by a 
commission of three citizens, and such e 
request was set forth in the recent bill. 
It was further included in the bill that if 
be left to a vote of the people ag te 
whether the dispensary should be *un on 
the limited or unlimited plan, the former 
meaning that liquors may be sold for 
medicinal, mechanical and sacramental 
purposes only, the latter meaning liquors 
may be sold for all putposes. The iuten- 
tion of this action was that the dispensary 


may not prove a burden to the town, the 

bill limiting the profit on sales to not 

more than 25 per cent on original cast. 
Would Be a Losing Game. 

It was figured that if the sales were 
limited to the three purposes only the 
profits would fall short of the actual run-. 
ning expenses. The hardest battle over 
this question was fought at the hearing 
here on the 6th of last February, when 
the full evidence in the case wag submit- 
ted and: the arguments made. At this 
time the plaintiffs cited that the debt 
was illegal, according to the constitution, 
the defendants claiming from the stand- 
point of equity and justice that the debt 
should be paid; that the liquors were sold 
in good faith, and as the city had re- 
ceived: the benefit, the rigor of the law 
should be relaxed so that _the debt to in- 
nocent liquor dealers would not be fe- 
pudiated. | 

The decision in Forsyth today. closes for 
the present, one of the most unique and 
important cases this community has eve 
known, and one that the attorneys claim 
is destined to become famous in the an- 
nals of the state. The cutting off of the 
dispensary’s past mods of operation will 
deprive the city of Barnesville of one of 
the chief sources of revenue. The an- 
nual purchases have reached about $10,- 
co, and the clear profits have been from 
$6,000 to $6,000 each year. The paradoxical

MEMPHIS FEELS IT KEENLY. 


River and Garbor Appropriation 
Bilt’s Failure Stops Work. 
Memphis, Tenn., March 4—(Special.)— 
The failure of the river and harbor ap- 
propriation bill to pass is a heavy blow 
to this section, because it m@ans that 
practically all of the improvement work 
in what is known as the Memphis terri- 
tory extending from Cairo, Ill., to Vicks- 
burg, Miss., will be suspended within a 
short time, throwing at least ten thou- 
sand men out of employment. Memphis 
as a distributing point was solicitous for 
favorable action upon the bill as over a 
million and a half government money is 
expended each year in this city, in con- 
nection with the improvements.

American Exports to China Have 
Fallén Off Greatly, 


PACIFC. TRADE OROPS, TOR 


Treasury Bureau of Statistics Has 
Been at Work Getting the Fig- 
ures and the Trade Bul- 
letin Befomes Quite 


Interesting.

Washington, March 4.—(Special.)—The 
hostilities in China have seriously affected 
exports from the United States to that 
country. In the seven months ending 
with January, 1901, the total exports from 
the United States increased more than 
$100,000,000, or about 13 per cent, as shown 
by the reports of the treasury bureau of 
statistics just issued, while to China alone 
the exports from the United States show 
a fall of more than 50 per cent. In prac- 
tically all of the articles other than those 
required by the troops now in the field 
in that country, there is a marked de- 
crease, while in a few articles, such as tele- 
eraph instruments, flour, bacon and hams, 
butter and cheese, there is an increase. 

In such important articles as cotton 
cloths, illuminating oils, cars and car- 
riages, bicycles, builders’ hardware, lum- 
ber and furniture, which enter into the 
daily requirements of the life of the peo- 
ple of China, the veduction igs very strong- 
ly marked, 

Cotton cloths, for instance, show a re- 
duction from 115,993,840 yards in seven 
months of the fisca] year 1900 to 21,476,080 
yards in the same months of the fiscal 
year 1901. Mineral oils show a fall from 
16,030,966 gallons in seven months of the 
fiscal year 1900 to 9,492,366 gallons in the 
corresponding months of the present fiscal 
year. Builders’ hardware shows a fall 
from $28,539 to $16,347; cars and carriages 
from $14,991 to less than $1,000; clocks and 
watches from $12,560 to $4,336, and manu- 
factures of tobacco from $261,782 to $180,121. 

Adverse Showing Elsewhere. 

In other parts of Asia and Oceania pe- 
culiar circumstances also resultin an ad- 
verse showing in the exports of the fiscal 
year up to this time. The exporters to 
the Hawailan islands have refused, since 
those islands became a part of the United 
States, to furnish to the collectors of 
customs the usual statements of exports, 
and.as a result the bureau of statistics is 
unable to make any report of the exports 
to the Hawaiian islands, which presuma- 
bly amount to more than $15,000,000 per an- 
num, as they had reached that sum prior 
to annexation, and were showing a rapid 
increase when the reports terminated. 

This wil] ‘cause the exports to Oceanta 
to fall fully $15,000,000 below the actual 
amount, since the existing law provides 
no method by which exporters can be re- 
quired to furnish a statement of their 
exports from wne port of the United 
States to another. 

Other circumstances are causing the 
figures of our exports to Japan to fall 
in the fiscal year 1901 below those of the 
preceding year. This is due entirely to 
the fact that Japan imported such large 
quantities of cotton from the United 
States in the fisca] year 1900 that she re- 
quires but little at the present time, and 
our exports of raw cotton to Japan in 
the seven months ending with January, 
1901, amount to only 5,520,865 pounds, 
against 93,037,286 pounds in the _ corre- 
sponding months of the preceding fiscal 
year, thus causing a reduction of more 
than $6,000,000 in the single item of cotton 
exports to Japan. 

The Results Are Against Us. 

These three peculiar circumstances—the 
reduction of exports to China by more 
than 50 per cent; the reduction of cotton 
exports to Japan amounting to over $6,000, - 
000 in seven months’ time, and the in- 
ability iof the Oureau of statisti¢s to 
present the figures of our exports to Ha- 
wail, which have doubtless amounted dur- 
ing the seven months of the fiscal year 
to nearly $10,000,000—must have a marked 
effect upon the export figures of Asia and 
Oceania, and it is not surprising that the 
figures of the bureau of statistics show 
an apparent reduction of $15,000,000 in the 
total exports to Asia and Oceania in the 
seven months ending with January, 1901, 
as compared with the seven months end- 
ing January, 1900, when China and Japan 
were taking their full quota and when the 
exports to the Hawaiian islands were 
being recorded. 

The table prepared by the bureau giv- 
ing the details of these increases em- 
phasizes very clearly the statements made 
above. They show for the seven months 
ending January 31, 1901, the export ‘to 
China of cotton manufactures of a total 
of only $1,247,625, as compared with. the 
export of the same goods for the seven 
months ending January $1, 1900, of $5,457,- 
857. There is a corresponding drop in il- 
luminating oils from $1,594,001 in the seven 
months ending January 31, 1900, to $848,- 
414 in the corresponding period ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1901, and there is the same sort 
of decrease all along the list except in 
those articles required for the army. 


TO MAKE NO CHANGE IN SCOPE. 


South Carolina and West Indian Ex- 

position Goes on Jtst the Same. 

Charleston, 8. C., March 4.—(Special.)— 
The board of directors of the South Caro- 
lina Interstate and West Indian exposi- 
ition authorized the statement tonight 
that the original plan for the exposition 
would not be changed through failure 
to receive the government appropria- 
tion. There may be changes inthe gov- 
ernment bullding, but the general scope 
of the project will not’ be altered. The 
assurance has been given that many of 
the departments at Washington wii! make 
individual exhibits of a fine character 
and the government display will not be 
lacking. Many of the states have al- 
ready agreed to erect buildings and make 
displays, and while the action in congress 
today was discouraging, it will not inter- 
fere with the exposition plans. 
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Not John Chandler’s Body.

My Fellow Citizens: When we assembled 
here on the 4th of March, 1897, there was great 
anxiety with regard to our currency and credit. 
None exists now. Then our treasury receipts 
were inadequate to meet the current obliga- 
tions of the government. Now they are suf- 
ficient for all public needs, and we have a 
surplus instead of a deficit. Then I felt con- 
strained to convene the congress in extraordin- 
ary session to devise revenues to pay the 
ordinary expenses of the government. Now I 
have the satisfaction to announce that the 
congress just closed has reduced taxation in 
the sum of $41,000,000. Then there was deep 
solicitude because of the long depression in our 
manufacturing, mining, agricultural and mer- 
cantile industries and the consequent distress 
of our laboring population. Now every ave- 
nue of production is crowded with activity, 
labor is;well employed and American products 
find good markets at home and abroad. Our 
diversified productions, however, are increas- 
ing in such unprecedented volume as to ad- 
monish us of the necessity of still further en- 
larging our foreign markets by broader com- 
mercial relations. For this purpose recipro- 
cal trade arrangements with other nations 
should, in liberal spirit, be carefully cultivated 
and promoted. 

The national verdict of 1896 has for the most 
part been executed. Whatever remains un- 
filled is a continuing obligation resting with 
undiminished force upon the executive and 
the congress. But fortunate as our condition 
is, its permanence can only be assured by 
sound business methods and strict economy in 
national administration and legislation. We 
should not permit our. great prosperity to lead 
us to reckless ventures in business or pprofli- 
gacy in public expenditures. While the con- 
gress determines the objects and the sum of 
appropriations, the officials of the executive 
departments are responsible for honest and 
faithful disbursement and it should be their 
constant care to avoid waste and extrava- 
gance. Honesty, capacity and industry are no- 
where more indispensable than in public em- 
ployment. These should be fundamenta] requis- 
ites to originate appointment and the surest 
guarantees against removal. 

Obligation Imposed by War 

Four years ago we stood on the brink of war 
without the people knowing it and without any 
preparation or effort at preparation for the im- 
pending peril. I did all that in honor could 
be done to avert the war, but without avail. 
It became inevitable, and the congress at its 
first regular session, without party division, 
provided money in anticipation of the crisis and 
in preparation to meet it. It came. The re- 
sult was signally favorable to American arms 
and in the highest degree honorable to the 
government. It imposed upon us obligations 
from which we cannot escape and from Which 
it would be dishonorable to seek to escape. 
We are now at peace with the world, and it is 
my fervent prayer that if differences arise be- 
tween us and other powers they may be set- 
tled by peaceful arbitration and that hereafter 
we may be spared the horrors of war. 

Entrusted by the people for a second time 
with the office of president, I enter upon its 
administration appreciating the great responsi- 
bilities which attach to this renewed honor 
and commission, promising unreserved devo- 
tion on my part to their faithful discharge and 
reverently invoking for my guidance the direc-

tion and favor of Almighty God. 
shrink from the duties this day assumed if I 
did not feel that, in their performance, I 
should have the co-operation of the wise and 
patriotic men of all parties. It encourages 
me for the great task which I now undertake 
to believe that those who voluntarily commit- 
ted to me the trust imposed upon the chief 
executive of the republic will give to me gen- 
erous support in my duties to ‘‘preserve, and 
defend the constitution of the United States.’’ 
and ‘‘to see that the laws are fully executed.’’ 
The national purpose is indicated through a 
national election. It is the constitutional 
method of ascertaining the public will. When 
once it is registered it is a law to us all, and 
faithfu] observance should follow its decrees. 


Sectionalism Has Disappeared. 

Strong hearts and helpful hands are needed, 
and fortunately we have them in every part 
of our beloved country. We are reunited. 
Sectionalism has disappeared. Division on 
public questions can no longer be traced by the 
war maps of 1861. These old differences less 
and less disturb the judgment. Existing prob- 
lems demand the thought and quicken the con- 
science of the country and the responsibility 
for their presence as well as for their right- 
eous settlement rests upon us all—no more 
upon me than upon you: There are some -na- 
tional questions in the solution of which 
patriotism should exclude partisanship. Mag- 
nifying their difficulties will not take them 
off cur hands nor facilitate their adjustment. 
Distrust of the capacity, integrity and high 
pi rroses of the American people will not be an 
inspiring theme for further political contests. 
Dark pictures and gloomy forebodings are 
worse than useless. These only becloud; they 
do not help to point the way of safety and 
honor. ‘‘Hope maketh not ashamed.’’ The 
prophets of evil were not the builders of the 
republic, nor in its crisis since have they saved 
or served it. The faith of the fathers was a 
mighty force in its creation and the faith of 
their descendants has wrought its progress and 
furnished its defenders. They are obestruc- 
tionigts who despair and who would destroy 
confidence in the ability of our people who solvé 
wisely and for civilization the inighty prob- 
lems resting upon them. The American peo- 
ple, intrenched in freedom at home, take their 
love for it with them wherever they go and 
they reject as mistaken end unworthy the doc- 
trine that we lose our own liberties by secur- 
ing the enduring foundations of liberty to 


others. 


No Detcrioration by Expansion. 

Our institutions will not deteriorate by ex 
tersicon and our sense of justive will not 
abate under tropic suns in distant seas. As 
heretofore, so hereafter will the nation demon- 
strate its fitness to administer any new estate 
which events devolve upon it, and in the fear 
of God will ‘‘take occasion by the hand and 
make the bounds of freedom wider yet.’’ If 
there are those among us who would make our 
way more difficult, we must not be disheart- 
ened, but the more earnestly dedicate our- 
selves to the task we have rightly entered. 
The path of progress is seldom smooth. New 
trings are often found hard to do. Our fathere 
found them so. We find them so0.~ They are in- 
convenient. They cost us something. But 
are we not made better for the effort and sac- 
rifice and are not those who serve lifted up 
and blessed? 


We will be consoled, too, with the fact that 
opposition has confronted every onward move- 
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ment of the republic from ts opening hour 
until now, but without. The republic has 
marched on and on and its every step has ex- 
alted freedom and humanity. We are under- 
going the same ordeal as did our predecessors 
nearly a century ago, We are following the 
course they blazed. They triumphed. Will 
their successors falter and plead organic ®- 
potency in the nation? Surely after #25 
years of achievement for mankind we will 
not now surrender our equality with other 
powers on matters fundamental and essential 
to nationality. With no such purpose was 
the nation created. In no such spirit has it 
developed its full and independent sovereignty. 
We adhere to the principles of equality among 
ourselves and by no act of ours will we asign 
to ourselves a ‘subordinate rank in the family 
of nations. 

My fellow-citizens, the public events of the 
past four years have gone into history. They 
are too near to justify recital. Some of them 
were unforeseen; many of them momentous 
and far-reaching in their consequences to our- 
selves and our relations with the rest of the 
world. The part which the United States 
bore so honorably in the thrilling scenes in 
China, while new to American life, has been 
in harmony with its true spirit and best 
traditions and in dealing with the results its 
policy will be that of moderation and fairness. 


The Cuban Problem. 

We face at this moment a most important 
question—that of the future relations of the 
United States and Cuba. With our near neigh- 
bors we must remain close friends. The decla- 
ration of the purposes of this government in 
the resolution of April 20, 1898, must be 
made good. Ever since the evacuation of the 
island by the army of Spain, the executive, 
with all practical speed, has been assisting its 
people in the successiv® steps necessary to 
the establishment of a free and independent 
government, prepared to assume and per- 
form the obligations of international law, 
which now rest upon the United States under 
the treaty of Paris. The convention elected 
by the people to frame a constitution is ap- 
proaching the completion of its labors. The 
transfer of American control to the new gov- 
ernment is of such great importance, involv- 
ing an obligation resulting from our inter- 
vention and the treaty of peace, that I am 
glad to be advised by the recent act of con- 
gress of the policy which the legislative 
branch of the government deems essential to 
the best interests of Cuba and the United 
States. The principles which led to our jn- 
tervention require that the fundamental law 
upon which the government rests should be 
e@apted to secure a government capable of 
performing the duties and discharging the 
functions of a separate nation, of observing 
its international obligations, of protecting life 
and property, insuring order, safety and lib- 
erty and conforming to the established and 
historical policy of the United States in its 
relations to Cuba. 

The peace which we are pledged to leave to 
the Cuban people must carry with it the 
guarantee of permanence. We became spon- 
sors for the pacification of.the tsland and we 
remain accountable to the Cubans, no less 
than. to our own country and people, for the 
reconstruction of Cuba as a free common- 
wealth on abiding foundations of right, jus- 
tice, liberty and assured order. Our. enfran- 
chisement of the people will not be completed 
until free Cuba shall “be a reality, not a 
name; a perfect entity, not a hasty experi-

ment bearing within itself the element of 
failure.,’’ 


The Philippine Question. 

While the treaty of peace with Spain was 
ratified on the 6th of February, 1899, and 
ratifications were exchanged nearly two years 
ago, the congress has indicated no form of 
government for the Philippine islands, It has, 
however, provided an army to enaBle the ex- 
ecutive to suppress insurrection. restore peace, 
give security to the inhabitants, and estab- 
lish the authority of the United States 
throughout the archipelago. It has authorized 
the organization of native troops as auxillary 
to the regular force. It has been advised 
from time to time of the acts of the military 
and naval officers in the islands, of my ac- 
tion in appointing civil commissioners, of the 
instructions with which they were charged, 
of their duties and powers, of their recom- 
mendations and of the several acts under ex- 
ecutive commission, together with the very 
complete general information they have sub- 
mitted. These reports fully set forth the con- 
ditions, past and present, in the islands, and 
the instructions clearly show the priciples 
which will guide the executive until the con- 
gress shall, as it is required to do by the 
treaty, determine ‘‘the civil rights and politi- 
cal status of the native inhabitants.’ 

The congress having added the sanction of 
its authority to the powers already possessed 
and exercised by the executive under the con- 
stitution, thereby leaving with the executive 
the responsibilty for the government of’ the 
Philippines, I shall continue the éfforts -al- 
ready begun until order’ shall be restored 
throughout the islands, and as fast as condi- 
tions permit will establish local governments, 
in the formation of which the full co-operation 
of the people has been already invited, and 
when established will eneourage the peopte 
to administer them. 


Self-Government To Be Given. 


The settled purpose long ago prevailed to 
afford the- inhabitants of the islands self- 
government as fast as they were ready for it 
will be pursued with earnestness ‘and fidelity. 
Already something has been accomplished in 
this direction. The government's repftesenth- 
tives, civil and military, are. doing faithful 
and noble work in their mission of emancipa- 
tion and merit the approval and support of 
their countrymen. The most Iiberal terms 
of amnesty have already been communicated 
to the insurgents, and the way {s still open 
for those who have raised: their arms against 
the government for honorable submission to its 
authority. Our countrymen should not be de- 
ceived. We are not waging war against the 
inhabitants of the Philippine islands. <A por- 
tion of them are making war against the 
United States. By far the greater part of 
the inhabitants récognize American sovereignty 
and welcome it as a guaranty of order and of 
security for life, property, liberty, freedom 
of conscience and the pursuit of happiness, 
To them full protection will be-given. They 
shall not be abandoned. We will not leave 
the destiny of the loyal millions of the islands 
to the disloyal thousands who are in rebellion 
ngainst the United States. Order under civil 
institutions will come as soon as those who 
now break the peace shall keep it. - Force 
will not be needed or used when those who 
make war agains us shall. make it no more. 
May it end without further bloodshed and 
there be ushered in the reign of peace to be 
made permanent by a government of liberty 
under the law,

These were copies 
of the decorations of the Alexandrian 
bridge at the Paris exposition. It consist- 
ed of a pedestal ten feet on the base and 
bearing a square pillar, the whole forty 
feet high, the top of each surmounted by 
a bronze urn. At each angle of the square 
pillar was imposed a smal] ionic column 
of the same height, the whole topped by 
& capital that carried the ornamental 
urn. Between the pylons on the north 
side were interspersed fourteen smaller 
columns of Ionian design with tuscan cap- 
itals. A small row of columns flanked the 
whole of the lunette in front of the white 
house. Frosted electric lights aided in the 
illumination at night. After dark the 
bronze urns were filled with Greek fire, 
whose heavy columns of white smoke 
Were illuminated by numerous search- 
lights. 

The adjacent government buildings were 
ablaze with the national colors, except 
the executive mansion, over whose white 
expanse floated only the usual flag at full 
mast. 

The president's reviewing stand was on 
the south side of the court of honor. It 
was a flag-draped square enclosure. The 
Parade outside through this court practi- 
cally was through a solid line of red, 
white and blue. Flags waved or bunting 
clung from every building and house on 
the avenue from the capitol to the treas- 
ury department. 

Procession from Capitol. 

The procession from the capitol was 
practically in the same order as the trip 
from the white house, except that the 
contingent of civil war veterans, who 
acted as the guard of honor in the first 
parade, were omitted in the return. 

President McKinley followed the Ohio 
troops in his open carriage. In the next 
Carriage came Vice President Roosevelt. 
Both were greeted with vociferous en- 
thusiasm all along the line. 

It was 10:30 o’clock this morning when 
the president entered the white house car- 
riage, drawn by four superbly groomed 
horses. With him were Senator Hanna, 
Senator Jones and Representative Can- 
non, Secretary Cortelyou and the mem- 
bers of the cabinet took their places in 
their own carriages, and with a trumpet 
blast the procession started for the capi- 
tol. In one carriage Admiral Dewey and 
General Miles were seated together. They 
were in full dress uniform. Grand Mar- 
shal Greene and'staff were at the head of 
the line. 

Mounted police cleared the way. A 
military band from Governor's Island, 
New York, headed the first detachment. 
After quite a breach in the line came the 
old veterans of the civil war, headed by 
General Daniel E. Sickles. This contin- 
gent was headed by the famous Rough 
Rider band. There were more than a 
thousand of the G. A. R. and kindred vet- 
eran organizations in line. A notable 
feature was a colored contingent com- 
posed of a few score of the negroes who 
had served in the civil war. 

Squadron A, of Ohio, followed as a per- 
sonal guard of honor to the president. 

Then came the president’s carriage, fol- 
lowed by carriages containing the cabi- 
net and congressional committees of es- 
cort. Admiral Dewey and General Miles 
followed. 

A great shout went up as the gray unil- 
forms of the West Point cadets came in 
sight. The Annapolis cadets, the eleventh 
infantry and the third infantry followed. 
Then, like veterans, the Porto Rican bat- 
talion came marching along, and the 
crowd sent up a mighty cheer for these 
infants of the army. 

Commander Belknap, of the navy, 
headed a detachment comprising three 
battalions from the United States war- 
ships Topeka, Dixie, Puritan, Dolphin, 
Sylph, Lancaster and Hartford. Then 
came the United States cavalry squadron. 

The presidential party followed, and the 
district national guard brought up the 
rear. 

The procession started back from the 
capitol shortly after 2 o’clock amid the 
booming of cannon and the blare of 
buglés. 

General Greene, grand marshal, sat 
astride a superb charger, surrounded by 
his brilliant array of mounted aides and 
staff officers, and Major General Brooks 
was in command of the army. Heading 
the rank and file of the military division 
came Major General Ludlow and another 
showy group of officers. Leading the first 
brigade marched the West Point and An- 
napolis cadets.

This brigade closed with a battalion of 
the South Carolina national guard about 
100 strong and bearing Old Glory proudly 
while their band played “Dixie.’’ 

The second’ brigade was headed by Brig- 
ofier Gencral Henry Douglass, followed 
by Governor Odell, of New York, in citi- 
zen’s attire. Here squadron A, the crack 
New York cavalry regiment, was a fea- 
ture.

Off to the side, on the second 
balcony were the president’s room, the 
vice president's room, the diplomgtic room 
and forty other rooms appropriately em- 
bellished for public: reception and prom- 
enade. The president’s room was entire- 
ly in white, and made beautiful with rtb- 
bons white orchids and greens; The 
other rooms held to the all-pervading 
yellow. In the diplomatic reception rocén 
the flags of all nations were clustered. 

The expense of the aecorations, entire, 
is set down at atout $45,000. No less than 
15,000 electric lights were involved. 

Presidential Party. 

The presidential party arrived at 10:15 
o'clock. They were preceded by a glit- 
tering array of officers in full uniform and 
were escorted to the. private offices of 
Commissioner Evans, ‘which had been lav- 
ishly decorated. The president bowed and 
smiled as he passe ough the throng. 

The band was re to break into the 
opening strains of the march from Tann- 
hauser, but word came that Mrs. McKin- 
ley was indisposed and that the president 
would remain by her side. The march 
consequently was abandoned. The band, 
however, struck up Straiss’s “‘Blue Dan- 
ube,” and the first regret of the assem- 
blage gave way before the whirl of gay- 
ety. Vice President and Mrs. Roosevelt 
held an informal levee among the groups 
of governors and others. 

Mrs. McKinley’s indisposition was of 
brief duration, and she was soon able to 
join the president and the brilliant as- 
semblage in the box overlooking the gay 
throng below. 

As the orchestra and band alternated, 
the ever-moving throng joined in prome- 
nade and dance, making a vast kaleido- 
scopic picture. 

President McKinley held an informal 
reception in the upper corridor. 

The pPesidential and vice presidential 
parties left at 12:15, and the festivities 
were continued until a late hour.

BILLS SIGNED BY McKINLEY. 


President Puts Signature to Large 
Number of ‘Measures. 
Washington, March 4.—President Mc- 
Kinley affixed his ‘signature to about 100 
bills passed by congress while at the 
capitol today. They included the’ appro- 
rriation bills, except the river ang har- 

bor. Among them were: 

Establishing a national bureau of 
stardards, the St. Levis fair bill, amend- 
ing the act aluthorizing the receipt of 
United States gold coin in exchange fur 
fold bars and requiring railroads to re- 
port all accidents to the interstate com- 
merce cQmmission. 


POLITICAL POINT OF VIEW 
AT THE STATE CAPITOL 


Steps have been taken to ascertain just 
how many widows of confederate vete- 
Tans on the pension rolls remain unpaid, 
and as soon as this is ascertained they 
will all be paid promptly. According to 
the list in the office of Pension Commis- 
sioner lAndsey there are still eighty- 
eight widows who have not received their 
pensions. There is no doubt, however, 
that several of these are dead, and it is 
expected that the investigation will show 
that there are not more than sixty yet 
to be paid. This will take $3,600. The 
governor will then pass the emergency 
order as decided upon at the recent con- 
ference, and the treasurer will be di- 
ricted to make the payments from the 
funds on hand in the treasury. Attorney 
General Terrell, it is understood, states 
that there are plenty of .precedents for 
the course decided upon at the conference, 
and he will give State Treasurer Park an 
opinion in accordance therewith. There 
will be no hitch, and the widows will get 
their money without any difficulty. 


The trustees of the Soldiers’ Home will 
meet this morning at 10 o’clock at the 
residence of President W. L. Calhoun 
on Washington street. The meeting will 
be -held at the residence of the 
president instead of at the _ state 
library on account of the fact 
that Judge Calhoun has been confined to 
the house for some time by sickness, 
and cannot yet go out.

Mr. Carter resumed his speech, finally 
announcing at 6:35 that it was his in- 
tention not to permit the river and har- 
bor bill to become a law. He yielded the 
floor only after the vice president's cere- 
mony had begun. 

From 10:80 o’clock last night the senate 
remained in continuous session. The most 
interesting feature of the session was its 
receding from its amendment to the sun- 
dry ¢givil bill, providing for three exposi- 
tions, giving $5,000,000 to St. Louis, $500,- 
000 to Buffalo and $250,000 to Charleston, 
S. C.. Then the senate receded from the 
Charleston amendment to the St. Louis 
exposition bill. which had passed the 
house as a separate measure. This ac- 
tion passed the bill appropriating $5,000,- 
000 for St. Louis. Theugh suffering from 
ill health, Senator Vest, of Missouri, had 
remained in the senate all night to bat- 
tle for this exposition appropriation. He 
said it was not fair to make S8t. Louis 
suffer because the house would not make 
an appropriation for the exposition 4n 
South Carolina. 


Tillman in a Temper. 

Senator Tillman showed deep feeling.

Lord Wolseley arose after the duke of

system of Great Britain in a carefully 
written speech, it is understood he had 
Jong meditated and phrased in consulta- 
tion with his friends. 

“My arguments,”’ he said, “are not di- 


. rected against the individuals, but the 
military system which I have honestly 
, tried for five years and have found want- 


ing, and when our great danger is not 


realized by the people of this realm.” 


Lord Wolseley safa he had worked with 
the marquis of Lansdowne and there had 
not been a single dwagreeable incident. 
His ecpmplaint was that the professional 


“commander in chief Was robbed of his 


chief usefulness. He had to hand over the 
command and the entire management of 
the army to a civilian secretary of state, 
assisted by subordinates with whom he 
dealt directly. The responsibility for 
everything rested with the secretary of 
State alone. The commander in  hief 


‘could only bring strongly the wants of 
‘the army to the secretary. He had often 
done so.. After that he could do no more. 


Government Dilatory. 


He adden: 

“Although the various needs are undis- 
puted, not only are no steps taken to 
meet them, but no one outside of the gov- 
ernment is aware that their urgency has 
been raised. The government has thought 
ost- 
pone their provision, but yet it will not 
take the nation into its confidence. That 


‘such important demands for men and 
Stores have been put forward by ‘experts 


and nevertheless refused, I cannot assert 
too emphatically. It behooves parliament

Army Not Contented. 

Lord Wolseley outlined the present sys- 
tem, which he said was entirely unsuited 
for the army, under which it would never 
te efficient, and he doubted much if they 
would ever have a contented army. 

When he accepted the office of com- 
mander in chief he had been told it was 
proposed to introduce regulations greatly 
altering the position of future commander 
in chief, When he learned the nature of 
these changes they were not to his liking, 
but he had honestly eiven them five 
years’ trial and was convinced they would 


ne make an effective army. Up to 1895 


he was responsible to the secretary of 
State that the army was thoroughly 
Since 1895 the responsi- 
bility had been with the under secretary 
of state, with sub-divisions each under a 
military head and each advising the sec- 
retary of state, without reference to the 
commander in chief. Lord Wolseley point- 
ed out in detail] how the distribution of 
responsibility disorganized and impaired 
It was an unworkable 
and impossible system. The commander 
in chief had no effective control. Neither 
had the heads of departments and the 
work and cross references in all branches 
had been largely increased. 

“My lords, I. need scarcely tell you,’’

The marquis of Lansdowne, upon the 
eve of his departure from the war office, 
had considered a military note Loerd 
Wolseley had addressed, he believed, to 
Lord Salisbury upon the subject.

SITTER SPEECH BY BRAVO 


That Senor Denounces the United

Bravo, a delegate to the constitutional 
convention at Havana, arrived here to- 
day and was met at the wharf by an 
immense delegation with bands and ban- 
ners. Thousands of people, 90 per cent 
of whom were negroes, took part in the 
demonstration which followed. , 

In an incendiary speech Senor Bravo 
condemned the proposal of the United 
States government, and the crowd became 
frenzied, shouting ‘‘down with the Amer- 
icans.’””

This afterroon The Cubano Libre print- 
ed-an editorial attack u»von the position 
of the government, accusing Washington 
of bad faith and of an ‘attempt to im- 
pose conditions which it is impossible 
for a self-respecting nation to accept.” 

The Republican, which takes the other 
side, said: 

‘The convention has missed an oppor- 
tunity to secure liberal terms and the es- 
sentials of protection.’’

Ucean Travellers ‘Have Had a 
Rough Time, 


BOATS BADLY CRIPPLED 


Gales and Hurricanes Drive Schoon- 
ers and Tugs About Remorse- 
lessly and a Few Are To- 
tally Wrecked on. Vir- 
ginia Coast. 


Norfolk, Va., March 4.—(Special.)—Tid- 
ings of the everdue fleet are coming: into 
fort. Some of the ships will never ar- 
rive. One of -these this morning was 
wrecked off Hatteras. Another forty-two 
days out from Darien, Ga., and one, thir- 
ty-two days from Brunswick, arrived. 
One of two others has been heard from. 

News of the wreck of the General 8. E. 
Merwin, come in over the government 
wire‘to Hatteras this morning. She 
struck within 300 yards of the beach and 
therefore no lives were lost. The schoon- 
er had been out thirty days from Boston, 
bound for this port, which on account of 
furious gales she was unable to reach. 
The Merwin, ladén with copper ore for 
the West Norfclk Smelting Works, sailed 
from Boston February 3d. She encounter- 
ed gales of .hurricane velocity, and was 
blown far out of her course before she 
had proceeded far. She was terribly bat- 
tered by the seas that boarded her. One 
swept her compass overboard and it was 
necessary to steer her by sun and stars. 
The gale increased in fury, and blew the 
vessel several hundred miles south of Hat- 
teras. Endeavoring to work her way into 
port this morning, creeping carefully up 
the coast. st2ering by the most primitive 
means, the schooner struck one of the 
treacherous jiamond shoals off Cape Hat- 
teras. She was driven hard and fast 
cground in the midst of apparently deep 
water. Captain Rutledge says he saw 
no land until he struck. It was then be- 
fore daybreak. The wreck was promptly 
reported to the beach patrol and the crew 
cf Gulls Neck life saving station put off 
in their surf boat to the rescue. They 
succeeded in reaching the.side of the 
echooner, whose heavy cargo was aiding 
in breaking her up, before the crew of sev- 
en imen had to jump overboard. All hands 
were saved. The vessel, which hails from 
New Haven, will, with her cargo, prove 
a total loss. The shipwrecked crew is 
being cared fcr at the life saving station. 

The Robert Graham Dunn, forty-two 
ceys from Darien, Ga., with ship timber 
for Rockland, Me., given up for lost, sev- 
eral days ago, reached port today. Since 
she sailed January 21, she has met with 
a succession of damages. First, her can- 
xas went and finelly her steering gear 
broke down in the midst of a gale. The. 
terrible southeaster blew her miles out 
of the usual course, and she had a terri- 
ble time reaching port. Provisions and 
water ran out end the crew was saved 
from the horrors of famine only by the 
timely abatement of the gale, and the 
chance to speak a passing vessel. 

In distress and with a portion of her 
cargo of Gecrgia pine swept overboard, 
the great four master, Blanche H. King, 
of New York, arrived today, thirty-two 
days after leaving Brunswick, Ga. She 
tad also been added to the list of prob- 
able wrecks. She was oadly damaged, 
and disabled in the storm. 


ATLANTA KING ON BOERS 


Arrives in London Fresh from the 
Scene of War. 


BOERS WILL NEVER YIELD 


King Says They Will Keep Up War 
for Years—Botha Generally 
Distrusted. 


London, March 4.—Mr. W. E. King, of 
Atlanta, Ga., who says he was formerly 
a HMeutenant in the Seventy-first regiment 
of the New York national guard, has just 
returned to London from South Africa 
after serving for more than gq year as ald 
to General Delarey, the Boer commander, 
whom he left January 2th. Mr. King 


says: 

“When I left General Delarey the Boers 
had 21,000 men-in the field and sufficient 
small arm ammunition to last four years. 
I am going to the continent to assist in 
the endeavor to get more Krupp guns 
and shells. This morning I received a 
telegram from Colonel Dubois, dated 
Paris, saying, ‘Good news from South 
Africa.’ 

“The British will never meet the Boers, 
Rumors of surrender are absurd. General 
Louis Botha is generally mistrusted, but 
even if he were to gurrender, that would 
not entail the surrender of the other 
commanders. 

“If we ever catch Milner,” he said, “he 
won't live twelve hours. He will get 
such a swift injection of lead that he 
won't know what struck him.” 

Mr. King said that the British ill- 
treated the Boer women. He described 
several occasions on which American al- 
lies of the Boers, dressed in khaki, en- 
tered the British lines of Johannesburg 
and other places, secured orders for am- 
munition and ordered supplies and then 
drove off with them to the Boer camps. 

A dispatch from General Kitchener, 
dated Pretoria, March 4th, says: 

“Dewet was moving on Philippolis, but 
was headed by our troops and is now 
marching on Fauresmith.

Judge Harmon Speaks. 

Mr. Harmon, who was introduced as 
“now of Cincinnati, but soon to be of 
Chicago,’’ spoke in part as follows: 

‘Democracy does not consider whether 
a man is rich or poor, but it does not 
propose that any one shall become either 
through government favor or disfavor, 
and favor to some is necessarily disfa- 
vor to others. One of the natural rights 
of man is to get as rich as he pleases, 
provided he do it honestly, d one of the 
natural duties of: man is patently to en- 
dure honest poverty. But he@ither wealth 
nor poverty can be honest, Which is due 
wholly or partly to the interference of 
the government. 

‘It is not democracy to fill the treas- 
ury by needless taxation and then empty 
it for improvements which do not im- 

rove, pensions which do not reward 
oss or sacrifice but breed idleness and 
intrigue and a large army and navy with 
incidental contracts, when we have no 
just cause of war with anybody. 

“The party of Jefferson has disagree@ 
to the point of rupture and defeat about 
some things. Surely it is agreed and can 
unite on these. And it is well that on 
this anniversary of its entrance into 
power, on this day when a successor of 
Jefferson is installed who represents, in 
the worst form, almost every bad thing 
in government that Jefferson opposed, a

FAURE IS FIRED.

A Stormy Scene in the: French 
Chamber of Deputies, 


——————— 


SOLDIERS }=WERE CALLED 


To Remove Depufy Faure, Who Had 
Savagely Attacked the Govern- 
ment—Faure Left, Shout- 
ing, “Down with the 

‘ Jesuits.” 


Paris, March 4.—In the chamber of 
deputies today an exciting discussion fol- 
lowed the reception of the report of the 
special committee dealing with the case 
of Mm. Paul de Roulede and Marcel- 
Habert, which recommended that the 
names of those deputies be struck from 
the rolls of the chamber. 

M. Casteline, revisionist republican, 
presented a motion opposing the adop- 
tion of the report, which was rejected by 
a vote of 374 to 140. M. Vaillant, socialist, 
declared that had he and his friends been 
in power on the day of M. de Roulede’s 
attempted coup their justice would have 
been more simple, speedy and drastic 
than that of the high court. 

Called Him a Blackguard. 

M. Firmin Faure, anti-Semite and re- 
visionist, followed with a violent speech 
condemning the decision of the high court 
which he described as “crime” and “‘fel- 
ony.”’ 

M. Henri Michel, socialist radical, 
shouted: ‘After all, 1 gentleman like de 
‘Roulede is worth more than a blackguard 
like Firmin Faure.”’ . 

M. Faure retorted: “‘No one has a right 
to talk mud when we have such a min- 
istry.” . 

M. Deschanel called upon the chamber 
to pass a vote of censure upon M, Faure 
for insulting the government, but the 
deputy withdrew the objectionable re- 
mark. He then went on strongly de- 
nouncing M. Waldeck-Rousseau, Moneis 
and Millerand, saying: 

“Thé government cannot combat M. de 


| Roulede as an anarchist, but only as a 


plebisicitary republican and the chamber 
is making itself a headsman to carry out 
the executions ordered by the premier. 
The chamber is acting the part of him 
who pulls the bolt of the guillotine.” 

M. Deschanel then ruled that M. Faure 
had insulted the government and he sub- 
mitted the question of. censure to the 
chamber, which promptly voted the tem- 
porary exclusion of the deputy from the 
house. 

Removed by Soldiers. 

M. Faure refused to budge, whereupon 
M. Deschanel donned his hat and sus- 
pended the session. The ushers begged 
M.° Faure to retire, but he still refused. 
Then an officer, with a squad of infantry 
stationed outside the chamber. marched 
in and placed his hand on M. Faure’s 
shoulder. The deputy said: “I yield to 
force,” and withdrew shouting, ‘Long 
live ah honest republic,” ‘‘Down with the 
Jesuits” and ‘“‘Down with Waldeck-Rous- 
seau.”” e 

M. Leon Mirman, socialist, submitted 
an amendment to the report of the special 
commission, declaring that the “chamber 
affirms its sovereign and absolute right 
not to pronounce the removal of M. de 
Roulede and Marcel-Habert.”’ 

This amendment was rejected by a vote 
of 317 to 173. 

The chamber then adopted the report 
favoring the removal of the names of the 
two exiled deputies from the rolls of the 
house by a vote of 347 to 122. 

The house then adjourned.

Alonzo Foote Goes to Birmingham 
To Investigate. 
Pr vetiangg nrg pay March 4.—(Spectal.)— 
te, ¢ other of Charles A. 
Foote, arrived in the city at midnight last 
nizht from his home in Atlanta and is 
making an investigation into the death of 
Mrs. Charles A. Foote, whose murder 
has been charged by the coroner’s jury 
to her son, Arthur Foote, and her hus- 
band, as an accessory. Foote visited the 
courthouse this morning and had’‘a talk 
with Coroner Paris, after which Me gain- 
ed consent of the sheriff to have a con- 
ference with his brother in the presence 
of the coroner. He consulted with his 
brother in jail, securing the names of 
witnesses and getting other information 
to work upon in preparing the defense. 
Alonzo Foote declared that he did not 
believe that either his brother or his 
nephew had anything to do with the trag- 
edy. He said he had secured the services 
of a well-known Atlanta attorney and is 
now gathering evidence. He asks that 
the preliminary examination be set for 
next Thursday. It will take place before 
Justice Jackson, in Bessemer. Foote de- 
clares that the statement that the do- 
mestic relations of the family were un- 
happy was erroneous. Foote, who was 
brought back here from Atlanta, is con- 
fined in the Jefferson county fall.

There is one point touched upon by 


the president in his inaugural address 


yemercay which will meet with hearty 
approval throughout the country. We 
refer to his recognition of the fact that 


in a great national emergency, with 


the country at war, there were no par- 
ty lines, and that this condition em- 
phasizes the absence of sectionalism. 
This is a result for which the president 
should be given full credit for the part 
played by him in bringing about this 
highly gratifying condition. 

One feature, however, of the presi- 
dent’s address will not meet with pub- 
lic approval. He declares that “the 
national verdict of 1896 has, for at 
least the most part, been executed.” 
Such is not the case. With one of its 


pledges the republican party has dealt 


in such a perfidious manner as to call 
for a rebuke from the whole country. 
We refer to the Nicaragua canal] meas- 
ure, which had the unqualified approv- 
al of the successful party. President 
McKinley was elected on the assur- 
ance that the Nicaragua canal would be 
constructed. He was committed to it, 
and ‘his party, which controlled both 
houses of congress, was unalterably 
and unequivocally pledged to the en- 
actment of legislation which would in- 
sure the construction of the canal. 

The administration failed utterly in 
its duty to the people in this particu- 
lar, and it will have to do some elab- 
orate explaining to convince the pub- 
lic that it should not be held responsti- 
ble for its perfidy. 

Through another long campaign the 
Nicaragua canal must go, after which 
it is to be hoped it will fall into more 
energetic, if not more friendly, hands.

Mr. Fuller’s Letter. 

In a letter printed from Mr. W. A. 
Fuller, regarding our waterworks sys- 
tem, there are some statements which 
really furnish their own answer, 

The question before the people of 
Atlanta today is not one of choice, but 
of necessity. The extension and im- 
provement ‘of the waterworks system 
must Be made, even at the price of in- 
ereased taxes, which nO man can es- 
cape. The objections presented by Mr. 
Fuller are as follows: 

But there is an argument coming from 
a large number of our people against the 
water bonds that must be met and an- 
swered. They have heretofore controlled 
the elections on bonds and defeated them. 
They live and own their little homes in- 
termediately between the center and the 
circumference of the city where’ the 
proposed waterworks system is to be run 
out or extended. They have their good 
They own large lots on 
which three or four room houses étand 
as their homes, the houses and lots, all 
told, averaging about six hundred dollars. 
These people constitute a considerable 
percentage of our voting population. 
They reason this way: If we vote for 
the bonds, the water system will be ex- 
tended along our streets, which means 
that sewers are to follow immediately. 
A man has, out there, a lot on which his 
little three -or four room home is, not 
worth more than five hundred dollars. 
His front is one hundred feet. The sewer 
will cost him $70. Then, all at once, he 
ig ordered to make sewer and water con- 
nections, which will not cost him less 
than $60 more. Then he must pay $7.20 
per year for the use of the water. 

_ These poor people, who only get from $1 
to $1.50 per day, want to know how they

Religious Freedom in China: 

From the blood of the missionaries 
who recently perished in China at the 
hands of the boxers there has sprung 
up more than oné substantial assur- 
ance of the fact that the empire is on 
the verge of an awakening which may 
possibly result in greater triumphs 
than Christianity has yet known in 
tiie east. 

Within the last few days the dowager 
empress, yielding to the pressure of 
influences brought to bear upon her 
from various sources, has issued an 
edict which virtually insures religious 
freedom throughout the bounds of the 
empire. This executive action scores 
an important victory for Christianity, 
since it puts an end to the ill-treat- 
ment of converts and secures, in great- 
er measure than ever before, the pro- 
tection of the government in mission- 
ary work. Many obstacles which have 
heretofore impeded the spread of the 
gospel in China will now be removed 
or else be so minimized that they will 


sionaries. On account of the fearful 
havoc wrought by the boxers in recent 
months many faint-hearted Christians 
have despaired of ever converting Chi- 
na, and they have even gone so far as 
to doubt the wisdom of remaining 
longer in the field, but they will now 
take fresh courage from the announce- 
ment that the edict of the dowager 
empress offers greater opportunities to 
Christianity than ever before, and that 
possiby the consummation of many de- 
vout prayers may yet be realized in 
China’s complete redemption from 
heathenism and superstition. 

More than thirty years ago Japan 
adopted the far-sighted policy which 
China has just decided to try, and the 
result is that Japan today is decidedly 
the most progressive power of the east. 
She realizes that religious freedom lies 
at the basis of much of her prosperity, 
and she would sooner rescind almvst 
any other policy than the one which 
has brought her in touch with Chris- 
tianity’s great forces.:.China, in: fol- 
lowing the lead of Japan in this re- 
spect, not only revives the waning 
hopes of faint-hearted Christians, but 
_insures her own increased prosperity 
and greatness. 
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The Vice President. 

Once more we have a vice president 
whose privilege it will be to keep a 
silent, if not a wise, tongue in his head, 
and who serves himself and his coun- 
try best by being heard from as little 
as possible. 

Only once has the vice president an 
opportunity for a hearing, and it is 
well, even then, to be a trifle sopho- 
moric, and not to put on an appearance 
of too much earnestness. From be- 
ing a very popular congressman, 
Schuyler Colfax passed into the shade 
as the addendum to the first adminis- 
tration of Grant, and Massachusetts 
lost a fine senator through the eclipse 
of Henry Wilson by Grant in his sec- 
ond administration. Mr. Hayes had a 
vice president whom the world has for- 
gotten, while an assassin gave Chester 
A. Arthur a chance by the removal of 
Garfield. The greatest of modern hold- 
ers of vice presidential office, Thomas 
A. Hendricks, went down to his grave 
wounded by the slights placed upon 
him, while President Harrison’s run- 
ning mate did not-permit the office to 
interfere with his ordinary avocation. 
Then came Vice President Stevenson, 
who, warned by the experience of Mr. 
Hendricks, confined himself to the so- 
cial pleasures of his state and is still 
in good condition. Mr. McKinley 
brought with him to Washington a 
man unknown in public life, who ven- 
tured in his inaugural of four years 
ago to threaten the courtesy of the 
senate. It did not take the senate long 
to convince Mr. Hobart that the best 
thing. he-could do would be to retire 
to the tea party function, while a 
friendly Pro Tempore would keep the 
chamber in order. 

Mr. Roosevelt, being an earnest man, 
with a lecture bureau turn of mind, 
has much to say about “world pow- 
ers” and “life work” and other expres- 
sions familiar to the stage.

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Gold May Become a Drug. 

The announcement by Professor 
Shaler, the geologist of Maine, that 
gold is likely to become a drug, has 
alarmed. the income people who want 
safe investments. 

The professor declares that “the new 
systems of mining, which have recent- 
ly been discovered, will produce by 
the middle of the present century an 
almost intolerable supply of gold. I 
cannot definitely say what the increase 
will be, but I think at the least the 
present supply will be quadrupled. On 
the continent of America alone I have 
estimated the amount of gold to be 
won from gravel within the next hun- 
dred years will be thirty thousand mil- 
lion dollars. Within the last three 
years a new kind of dredge has been 
operated in Russia and in the United 
.States, especially in Leadville, Col.,, 
which has proved beyond question that 
alluvial soil can be profitably worked 
for gold.”

Superintendent Butterfield, of the New 
Haven county industrial schoal; Judge 
Pearne, of the police court of Middle- 
town and a member of the house, and 
many others spceke for it. It appeared 
to be the sentiment of all who spoke 
that the whippings should be adminis- 
tered judicially and with care, but that 
there was no other punishment which 
would be of benefit to the wife beater 
and similar criminals.

AGAINST CUBAN PROGRAMME| 


Washington, March 4—(Special.)}—The 
reasons why democratic senators 
voted against the Cuban  propo- 
sition which was placed upon the 
army appropriation bill was set forth 
briefly and succinctly in the speech which 
Senator Bacon detivefted while that mat- 
ter was under consideration. 

Senator Bacon's speech, which attracted 
@ good deal of attention throughout the 
country as being perhaps the most force- 
ful arraignment of the administration’s 
Philippine policy, made during the dis- 
cussion of this particular question, was 
devoted principally to the provision ex- 
tending to the president unnecessary and 
unwarranted and dangerous powers with 
regard to the Philippines. That portion 
of it relative to the Cuban provision is 
not lengthy, but it is a: clear and succinct 
statement of the reasons which actuated 
him and other democrats in casting their 
votes as they did, and I have been re- 
quested by several senators to present 
this in its entirety. Senator Bacon sald; 


“I cannot vote for the Cuban amend- 
ment, and will state my reason for it. 
I believe that the future of Cuba is 
necessarily identified with the future of 
the United States, and it is not in an- 
tagonism to that view that I decline to 
vote for this Cuban amendment. I do so 
on two grounds. 

“In the first place, I do not think that 
the amendment is in harmony with the 
piedge which we made when we went to 
war with Spain. I think that we are bound 
by that pledge, Mr. President. That 
pledge is not consistent with the pronun- 
ciation by us of an ultimatum to the peo- 
ple of Cuba, saying that we will not re- 
lease them from military control until 
they comply with that ultimatum. 

“I know that it is common for people 
to disparage the action of the*senate in 
the adoption of the clause recognizing 
the independence of the people of Cuba 
in the resolution declaring war against 
Spain. which says: 

‘**Fourth. That the United States here- 
by disclainis any disposition or intention 
to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction, or 
contro! over said island except for the 
pacification thereof, and asserts its de- 
termination, when that is accomplished, 
to leave the government ang control of 
the island to its people.’ 

“I know that some who were not then 
members of this body are disposed to ridi- 
cule that resolution as a piece of silly 
sentiment. But, Mr. President. it was 
not a sentiment. That declaration was 
made under very so/émn circumstances. 
at a time when we thought it was pru- 
dent and good policy to make the declara- 
tion. At the time we went to war with 
Spain we did not know but that we had 
entered upon a world’s war. At the time 
when we stripped ourselves for the con- 
flict, when we flung down the gage of bat- 
tle we did not know but that the whole 
of Murcpe would be at the back of Spain. 
That was then a serious apprehension. 


“Mr. President, I recollect very well the 
language to me of the president of the 
United States at the time when there was 
Great travail, great doubt, great labor 
and trouble in the effort to determine 
upon what was a wise course then to be 
pursued. The president of the United 
States invited expressions of opinion not 
only from republicans, but from demo- 
crats; and I remember distinctly that on 
a day I received an invitation with an- 
other democrat senator to go to the 
white house and confer with the president 
about the then serious and difficult situa- 
tion. 

“I am happy to do here what I have 
done, I think, heretofore in this presence; 
if not here, certainly elsewhere, on every 
occasion, to do the justice to say of the 
president that he was most earnestly op- 
posed to war; that he most earnestly de-

“Now, Mr. President, in the presence of 
such an emergency as that, in the pres- 
ence of so gteat a danger as that, we 
deemed it proper to stand before the 
whole world, when we did not know but 
that we had challenged their hostility, 
and say to them, ‘We desire no aggran- 
disement by this war; we do not go to 
war for the purpose of acquiring Cuba; 
we want you to understand it is our desire# 
that you shall hold your hands off, that 
our only desire is to do justice to these 
people and produce a peaceful situation 
in that country.’ 

“Therefore, under that solemn, under 
that serious conditjen of affairs, with 
the utmost good faith and for the pur- 
pose, not of highfiown sentiment, but for 
the purpose of our personal protectioy 
against a threatened danger which we 
apprehended, we said to all the world, 
‘Our purpose is simply to produce a con- 
dition that is tolerable there, to stop this 
inhumanity, and to bring about peace in 
cur own home sphere; and when we shall 
have done that, we pledge ourselves we 
will make no attempt to take this island; 
when we have pacified those people we 
will withdraw and leave their affairs to 
them alone. We declare solemnly before 
the world that they are, and of a right 
ought to be, free and independent, and 
we will be*true to that declaration.’ 

“Now, I say that was not a matter of 
sentiment. It was a great and solemn 
asseveration made for a high purpose, 
deemed essential to our own safety. — 

“Mr. President, if I desired above al] 
things the acquisition of Cuba I would do 
nothing which would be in conflict either 
with the letter or with the spirit of that 
asseveration which we then made under 
those trying circumstances. Therefore, 
Mr, President, while I have the utmost 
deference and respect for the committee 
which have brought in this amendmant, 
according to my view the amendment ig 
not consistent with the obligation which 
we then solemnly took in the presence of 
the world. Cuba cannot be free and inde- 
pendent if we can inforce these restraints 
upon her, If we are determined to vio- 
late our pledge, why stop half way?. In 
that case we should go the whole way 
and take the island without reservation. 


“Mr. President, I will state another 
reason why, with the utmost respect for 
the committee, I must decline to vote for 
the amendment. I believe, as I have al- 
ready said, that the future of Cuba will 
certainly be identified with that’ of the 
United States, It may take a little 
Songer tinge to bring about a proper 
understanding, but I think the future re- 
lations of the Cuban people with ours 
should be so carefully guarded that they 
will not be affected by any irritation 
which might result from an ultimatum 
presented by us to them at this time: 

“ITamin favor of assisting them in 
the effort to bring about.a condition of 
good government in their island. I am in 
favor of assisting them in al! proper 
ways; but, Mr. President, I am not in 
favor of irritating their spirit of love for 
independence by now flaunting in their 
faces the demand that they shall agree 
to that in the very inception which is the 
acknowledgment that they are not an in- 
dependent people, but that they are a 
subject people, who must do whatever we 
demand of them. 

“There is one provision in the Cuban 
amendment in which my section is deep- 
ly interested. That is the provision to in- 
sure the sanitation of the island, ‘That is 
of extreme importance, and 1 have no 
doubt that will be carefully guarded, 
whatever plan of settlement is adopted, 
I am confident that more can be accom- 
plished through a plan which does not 
irritate the Cubans, for at last we must 
largely depend upon their willingness to 
make this sanitation effective. Mr. Presi- 
dent, this much I thought proper that I 
shoyJd say concerning Cuba." 


CLAY TRIED TO GET MONEY _ 
FOR ATLANTA, BUT FAILED 


Washington, March 4.—(Special.)—In the 
crush of business incidental to the clos- 
ing hours of a session of congress it is 
practically impossible for even those mak- 
ing a detailed report to keep track of 
everything that occurs. When the bill 
providing for certain increases for public 
buildings now in progress of construction 
was before the senate late Saturday night 
Senator Clay endeavored to add to it an 
amendment carrying an appropriation for 
the purchase of contiguous grounds for 
the extension of the United States court- 
house, postoffice and customs house at 
Atlanta, of $175,000. 

Senator Fairbanks, when the amend- 
ment was submitted, expressed apprecia-

tion for the zeal of the senator from 
Georgia, and gave it as his opinion that 
the project was doubtless a meritorious 
one, but in as much as, the bill under 
consideration carried only appropriations 
for work actually in process of construc- 
tion or heretofore authorized, he objected 
to its consideration at this time. Senator 
Clay urged that he had succeeded in pass- 
ing a bill carrying this appropriation 
through the senate, and he thought the 
senator in charge of the bill ought to ac- 
cept it. But the chairman of the com- 
mittee was obdurate and the amendment 
had to be withdrawn. The bill carries a 
$50,000 dollar increase of appropriation for

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Dogs Are Musical. 

The People: It is not generally known 
that the late Sir Arthur Sullivan was not 
only passionately fond of dogs, but had 
made a special study of them in every 
vay. The brilliant composer, whoge loss 
is indeed a blow to the world at large, 
declared frequently to the writer of this 
article that in the dog are embodied al) 
the necessary conditions for the appre: 
ciation of music of all kinds, and that 
the organ of hearing in a dog is of mar- 
velous delicacy. Sir Arthur bore out the 
truth of this statement by relating the 
following fascinating anecdotes of incli- 
dents which came directly under his no- 
tice. Some ten or fifteen years ago, when 
Sir Arthur was accustomed to go down 
to the theater very regularly in order to 
-conduct the rehearsals of his own operas, 
he was followed every morning by a 
dog, which entcred the theater the same 
time as he did, placed itself between the 
legs of the musicians, and listened de- 
lightedly, eagerly, to the music. This 
occurred day after day, until the con- 
stant appearnce of the dog at the re- 
hearsals excited the curiosity and admira- 
tion, not only of Sir Arthur-himeelf, but 
of all the musicians, who. not knowing 
its name, gave him that of Melody. Very 
soon he was petted by all, and each one 
in turn invited the dog to dinner: ‘Mel- 
ody, will you dine with me today?” These 
woris were sufficient. The dog followed 
his host, ate heartily, and, as soon as 
dinner was over, rushed off again to the 
theater, -found its way to the orchestra, 
placed itself in a corner, and never left 
until the evening performance was fin- 
ished. Nothing could he more amusing, 
more curious, than the attitude of Melody 
during the performance. If a new work 
was being performed he found it out be- 
fore the overture had been played many 
seconds. He listened with the greatest 
| agtention. If the piece abouaded in rich 


i 
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and original melodies, he testified his 
pleasure by his delighted barks and by 
scraping his feet rapidly on the ground. 
On the other hand, if the piece was only 
ordinary — insipid — Melody invariably 
gaped or yawned, turned his back upon 
the orchestra, gazed around the boxes, 
and at last slunk away in a decidedly bad 
humor. This expressive pantomime was 
the most piquant criticism of the new 
opera. When the work of some great 
master was played Melody always knew 
the precise moment when an artist was 
going to sing some striking song or play 
s2me special part of the work, and then 
his movements, his gestures, were such 
as to almost plead for silence among 
the spectators. “I do not know,’ said 
Sir Arthur, not many weeks before his 
death, “what became of this dog later 
on, but his name and his reputation are 
still fresh in the memories -of several 
musicians who have frequently teen his 
singular antics.”’

and franchises held by them, so as to 
place on them their fair and just 
ratable proportion of the public bur- 
dens. 

‘That said committee report at the 
next regular session of this body, by 
ordinance or otherwisé, stating al 
facts with their reasons and conclu- 
sions touching the same.” . 

Compose Tax Committee. 
The members of the tax committee, to 
which this matter has been referred for 


consideration and report, are: 

Alderman M. T. LaHatte, chairman; 
Councilman John C. Reed, Couricilman 
Brpnest:G; Kentzw-Alderman J..W. Kil- 
patrick and Councilman 8. C. Glass. 

When the resolution was read, Council- 
man Garrett moved that it be referred to 
the tax committee, which was done, but 
later he stated that the resolution itself 
quired that it go to that committee, and 
he asked hat the action of council in re- 
ferring the paper be reconsidered. A re- 
consideration was taken, and then Mr, 
Garrett moved that the resolution be 
adopted. Without a dissenting vote coun- 
cil adopted it. 

To a representative of The Constitution 
the author of the resolution stated that 
the object of the proposed investigation 
by the tax committee was to determine 
some way by which corporations operating 
under franchises in the city could be made 
to pay on their property and franchises. 

“The city, eaid he, “is all the time 
granting valuable franchises to compa- 
nies that are growing rich on the patron- 
age of the citizens of Atlanta, and I am 
of the opinion that these corporations 
shoul be required to bear their just share 
of the burdens of the people. 

“Tf the city has a right to tax fran- 
chises, then they should be taxed, and 
the sooner we find out just what can be 
done in matters of, this kind the better. 
All of these companies with valuable 
franchises seem to be in a prosperous 
condition. Weare told that they are 
making plenty of money. The city de- 
partments are now cramped for the need 
of money, and these corporations should 
be made to pay their proportion of the ex- 
penses of keeping up the city govern- 
ment.” 


About Reed Ordinance. - 
Councilman John C. Reed some weeks 
ago introduced an ordinance, the purpose 


. of which was to better define the provis- 


ions of the general ordinance of August, 
1899, which prevides that street car com- 
panies shall pay a percentage of their 
gross receipts to the city. 

That ordinance was referred to the or- 
dinance committee, but has not yet been 
discussed, except in an informal manner 
by the members of that committee. It 
is probable that the committee will take 
up the Reed ordinance some time this 


week, when representatives of both street, 


railway companies are expected to ap- 
pear and discuss the matter.

State Geologist, YeatesHampered in 
Preparing Exhibit 


FOR BUFFALO EXPOSITION 


Georgia Has Only 350 Square Feet 
in Mining Building. 


WILL MAKE SPECIALTY OF CLAYS 


Professor Yeates Going in the Field 
Next Week To Secure Speci- 
mens for the Exhibit. 

ie 


State Geologist W. 8S. Yeates is very 
much hampered in the preparation of the 
Georgia exhibit for the Pan-American ex- 
position at Buffalo on account of the 
small amount of space allotted to Geor- 
gia in the mining building. 

He said yesterday that he could use 
2,500 square feet of space altogether with- 
out any difficulty, and he wanted the 
bulk of this in the mining building, as 
minerals form such an important part 
of Georgia’s resources. But Georgia’s 
space in this building has been cut down 
to 850 feet, arid there is no more room 
to be had. 

It was recently thought that Georgia 
would get 500 square feet in the mining 
building, and Professor Yeates was pro- 
ceeding on this idea. He has only re- 
cently learned that the section allotted to 
Georgia in that building had been mis- 
calculated, and there are only 350 square 
feet in it. All of the rest of the space 
in the building has been taken, and with- 
in that small space all of Georgia’s min- 
eral exhibit must be put. 

However, the space allotted to Georgia 
in the mineral building is well situated. 
Professor Yeates has a drawing of the 
ground plan of the building showing that 
the Georgia exhibit will occupy a prom- 
inent place just on the right of the main 
entrance, where both from position and 
character it will be well calculated to at- 
tract attention. 

Professor Yeates is going to make a 
speciality of Georgia clays in this exhib- 
it. He is collecting some fine specimens 
of kaolin, and will bave some of it worked 
up into pottery. Few of these deposits 
of kaolin are now being worked, though 
many of them are quite valuable. 

Professor Yeates has given an order for 
the cases in which these minerals will be 
exhibited, Within a few days he will 
go out on a tour of the state for the 
special purpose of collecting specimens 
for the exhibit at Buffalo. 

Professor Yeates has just returned from 
McDuffie county, where he examined and 
secured specimens from what appears to 
be a new vein in the Columbia mine. It 
is really a tributary of an old vein, 
which was recently « scovered. The in- 
dications are that it will show up rich 
in gold.

Police Commissioner W. O. Jones was 
re-elected by the city council yesterdav 
afternoon by a vote of 13 to 7. Ex-Councip 
man John Parks was not nominated, and 
ex-Councilman J. E. Maddox had declined 
to allow the use of his name. That left 
the race between Commissioner Jones 
and ex-Councilman John Welch. 

The vote was as follows: 

For Jones: Johnson, Kilpatrick, Raw- 
son, Lewis, Minhinnett, Reed, Terry, 
Adams, Glass, Grady, Kontz, Longino, 
Hill—13. 

‘For Welch: Day, Welch, Pierce, La-

The race had been hard fought, and did 
not cease until the council was called to 
order. Yesterday morning a final effort 
was made by the opponents of Commis- 
sioner Jones to defeat him, and the com- 
tmhissioner’s friends were as hard at work 
as they had been in the heat of the cam- 
paign. 

It was not definitely known untll mid- 
day that Maddox would not run, and it 
was later that the report was circulated 
that Parks would not be nominated. It 
was said that Parks’ friends did not with- 
draw him from the race until about 1 
o’clock, when they knew that Jones hag 
won the fight. : 

The fight was one of the longest and 
most determined that has ever been 
known in the city in a racé before the 
city council for any office. Commissioner 
Jones’ excellent’ record during his term 
of three vears was invulnerable, and at 
no time during the campaign could anv 
of his opponents say aught against his 
official acts. Some of the other members 
of the board did not hesitate to say 
that Atlanta had never a better commis- 
sioner of police. In the face of such 4 
record those who were opposed to him 
found it hard to make ahy headway; but 
nevertheless the figtt*vas unrelenting. 

Awakened Great Interest. 

Never before had any race for member- 
ship on the police board awakened such 
general interest, and citizens of all classes 
became ardent in the support of one of 
the candidates. 

His first opponent was ex-Counocilman 
Parks, who had served in council from 
the fourth ward, and who had many 
warm friends in the city and in the coun- 
cil, | 

The second candidate to appear was ex-

They saw the governor, but it was too 
late. 

One among the letters sent the governor 
was quite amusing.

FORMAL PROTEST 


MADE BY MINISTERS 


Request Grand Jury to Investigate 
Sunday Desecration. 


MEETING HELD YESTERDAY 


Say That State Law Is Overridden 
by the City Law. 


ARE NOT ACTING AS PROSECUTORS 


Will Simply Cali Attention of Grand 
Jury to the Fact That the 
Taw Is Vioiated. 


As indicated in The Constitution of yes- 
terday the Evangelical Ministers’ As- 
sociation yesterday morning took action 
looking to the abatement of the Sunday 
law violations. Resolutions were adopted 
calling upon the grand jury to investi- 
gate the matter of Sunday desecration, in 
view of the fact that the state law Is 
averridden by the city law. 

This action relates to the merchants 
who @eal in cigars, cigarettes, tobacco, 
soda water and other like articles on 
Sunday and to the operation and switch- 
ing of cars in the city on Sunday by the 
railroads. The ministers will also en- 
deavor to have the postoffice closed on 


Sunday. 

The following is the resolution adopted: 

‘‘Resolved, That the Evangelical Ministers’ 
Association request the grand jury of Fulton 
county to investigate the matter of Sunday 
desecration in the city of Atlanta and Fulton 
county, in view of the fact that the state law 
is overridden by the city law. 

‘‘Resolved, That this association instruct its 
committee on Sabbath desecration to appeal 
to the postmaster general to close the post- 
office in the city of Atlanta on the Sabbath 
day and that the same committee request the 
railroad authorities not to compel their clerks 
to do unnecessary work on the Sabbath." 

The subject was introduced by Dr. A. 
R. Holderby, chairman of the committee 
on Sabbath desecration of the associa- 
tion. He was called upon for a report 
from his committee and he then recom- 
mended that action be taken in reference 
to the above named matters. The min- 
isters discussed the question 4s to the 
best, course to pursue in securing the de- 
sired result and it was finally decided to 
request the grand jury to investigate, In 
reference to the closing of the postoffice 
the committee will write to the authorities 
at Washington and request that the office 
be closed on Sunday. 

Dr. Hoelderby was seen last night and 
stated that the committee would com- 
municate with the grand jury in writing 
and request that the necessary investiga- 
tion be made. ‘“‘We do not want the im- 
pression to go out, however,” said he, 
“that the ministers are prosecutors in 
this matter. We do not assume the at- 
titude of prosecutors, but simply intend 
to call the attention of the grand jury 
to the fact that the law is being vio- 
lated.’’ 

The other conferences of ministers, 
which are held on Monday morning, were 
dispensed with yesterday, owing to the 
meeting of the association, and as qa con- 
sequence the meeting was largely attend- 
ed. The session was held in the Young 
Men’s Christian Association building.

Council Yesterday Confirmed Tax Com- 
mittee Election. 


VIADUCT MAY BE EXTENDED 


Watchman Is Provided To Do Duty 
at City Hall. 


DOCTORS MAY GET MONEY BACK 


Council Approves the Appropriation 


of $300 To Defray Expense of 
the Water Bond Election. 


Council yesterday afternoon confirmed 
the appointment by the tax committee of 
clerks in the tax assessors’ office for a 
term of twelve months, and these em- 
ployees will now get their money as if 
nothing had happened. 

Several days ago, it may be remem- 
bered, in accordance with an opinion by 
City Attorney Mayson, Alderman La- 
Hatte, chairman of the tax committee, 
declined to sign the vouchers for the 
salaries of the clerks—termed “extra 
help” in the code—because the city at- 
torney stated that the matter should 
fifst be acted on by council. 

The tax committee reported yesterday 
that J. N. Malone, G. B. Beauchamp and 
W. T. Wirn had been elected clerks in 
the tax assessors’ office at salaries of 
$1,000 for the year, and that Clarence E. 
Moore had been elected clerk of the tax 
committee and recorder’s court, at a 
monthly salary of $75. 

These elections were confirmed by coun- 
cil, but the matter was productive of a 
warm discussion, some members being of 
the opinion that it was not necessary for 
council to take action in regard to such 
elections. 

Will Enforce the Rules. 

The resolution introduced by Alder- 
man Welch to the effect that rule No. 20, 
governing the order of business in coun- 
cil, was adopted. This rule says that ‘“‘No 
member of the general: council shall 
speak more than ten minutes on any 
question under debate, nor more than 


once on the same question until all who 
wisted to speak shall have had opportuni- 


ty to do so; neither shall any member 
speak more than twice on the same ques- 
tion without permission.” 

Mr.. Welch stated he wished it under- 
stood that his resolution meant no reflec- 
tion upon the presiding officer, and Mayor 
Pro Tem Johnson declared that the rule 
and all others would be rigidly enforced. 

The mayor’s appointment of Messrs. 
Elmore and Cannon to be city weighers 
for the next twelve months was confirmed 
by council, as was the appointment of 
City Clerk Campbell of J. P. Foster to be 
first deputy in the clerk’s office and 
Charles Adams to be second deputy, the 
term of office of both assistants being two 
years. This matter went through with a 
unanimous vote. 

The rules were then suspended, that 
Forrest Adair, chairman of the commit- 
tee on public buildings and grounds of the 
board of county commissioners, could be 
heard. Mr. Adair stated that his board 
was considering the matter of paving 
Hunter and Pryor streets around the 
courthouse and city hall with some noise- 
less paying, and desired to have the mat- 
ter also taken up by the city. The matter 
was referred to both the streets and 
finance committees. 

The report of the bridge committee re- 
commended that the steel work on the 
Whitehall street viaduct be extended fif- 
teen feet on the south end so as to allow 
Eiseman Brothers to have a basement en- 
trance under the structure. It was esti- 
mated that this change would cost about 
$1,960.94. The report was adopted and 
referred to the finance committee for con- 
sideration. 

Watchman for City Hall. 

The recommendation of the ordinance 
committee that a night watchman be em- 
ployed at the city hall was also adopted, 
and the matter is now up for the concur- 
rence of the aldermanic board, as the or- 
dinance provides that the watchman shall 
have an annual salarv of $400, this amount 
to be taken from the $1,500 originally ap- 
propriated for the chamber of commerce 
for advertising purposes. 

The same committee recommended that 
the proposed orcinance of Councilman 
Barrett, to the effect that white janitors 
only be employed in the white pubtic 
schools, be referred to the board of edu- 
cation, and the matter was allowed to 
take that direction. Councilman Bar- 
rett’s ordinance desi~ned to govern the 
operation of cars on parallel tracks at 
crossings was re-committed to ‘the ordi- 
nance committee, that body having first 
passed favorably and then adversely upon 
the ordinance. Attorney Thomas Corri- 
gan was given the privilege of speaking 
for the adoption of tne ordinance. 

Council agreed on the resolution of 
Councilman Rawson to appropriate $300 


to defray the expenses of the water band 


election, which occurs on the 2th of the 
month. The aldermanic board wil! pass 
upon the mattef on Thursday afternoon. 
The proposed ordinance of Alderman 
Welch to require street railway compa- 
nies to lay their tracks on a concrete road 
bed when putting down lines on streets 
that are to be paved was referred to the 
ordinance committee for consideration 
and report. 


May Get Their Money Back. 

Cour.cilman Hil) introduced a resolution 
to the effect that Drs. Longino and Ben- 
son be refunded the money which they 
had paid into the city treasury as the 
result of a’resolution recently adopted by 
council. This money, which amounted 
to $385, had been received by those gen- 
tlemen while they were members of the 
boand of health for professional services 
in connection with contagious disease 
cases. 

Other members of the board had re- 
ceived similar payments from the city, 
but had not refunded the money, it is un- 
derstood, as required by resolution. This 
resolution of Mr. Hill was adopted by 
counc!] and was referred to the alderman- 
ic board for concurrence. 

The collector of street improvements, 
John Collier, was appointed secretary of 
the committee having charge of the mat- 
ter of redigtricting the city. It was upon 
the resolution of Councilman Barrett that 
this committee was named, and he stated 
to council yesterday that a secretary for 
the committee was absolutely necessary. 
Upon that+request, and at the suggestion 
of Councilman. Kontz, Mr. Collier was se-- 
lected to assist the committee. 

The matter of placing the wires for fire 
alarm boxes and the potice box system 
in underground ducts caused considerable

AN ATLANTA PLANT 


Steel Hoep Ce. Captures Local En- 
terprise. 
DEAL: WAS CLOSED SATURDAY 


Southern Manufacturing Company 
Is Taken In, 


THE PLANT WILL BE ENLARGED 


Lengton end Woodson, Owners of 
Plant, Sell to American Steel. 


Toop Company. 


Negotiations that have been pending 
for some time have been concluded where- 
by the American Steel Hoop Company 
becomes the owner of the Southern Manu- 
facturing Company’s plant near. How- 
ells Station. The Southern Manufac- 
turing Company has been in operation 
near Howells Station for about twelve 
months. Steel hoops and ties for cotton 
bales were manufactured by the company: 
The plant ‘was owned by Langston & 
Woodson. 

The deal whereby it became the prop- 
erty of the big steel trust was closed last 
Saturday. That such a trade was in 
progress was printed last week in The 
Constitution. 

The factory now has an output of about 
sixty tons of hoops and ties per day. Now 
that the trust has absorbed it, it is said 
that the capacity of the plant will be 
doubled. 

Until a short time ago the plant was in 
partial operation, but it is believed the 
trust will improve it and run it to its full 
capacity. 

The extent of the improvements con- 
templated *~ the American Steel Hoop 
Company have not been fully decided on 
as yet, but it is understood the plant 
will be greatly enlarged. 

The general master mechanic of the 
company is in Atlanta for the purpose 
of looking over the plant and deciding 
definitely on what shall be done. He does 
not think that the present water supply 
will be sufficient for the needs of the 
plant when it is enlarged and put fully 
in operation. Beforé the manufactory can 
be opened some means must be taken to 
get an adequate water service. As soon 
as this can be done and the other con- 
templated improvements made, the fac- 
tory will open:
